A GREAT SCHEME. 


A Job for San Bernardino's Unem- 


ployed. 


HAN 
BERNARDINO, April 17. — This 


morning members of the army of unem- 
ployed, now under arrest, were taken 
from the county jail to Collon to plead 
before Justice Biugham to a charge of 
attempting to defraud the Southern 
Pacific railroad out ol fares. The men, 
eight in number, pleaded not fiuilty. 
They at once made preparations to fur- 
nish bail, with the intention of goiiiK on 
the street, to

speeches. They were prevented from 
doing so, however, by Llic district attor- 
ney, who filed complaints charging them 
with inciting to riot. After pleading 
not guilty to this charge, each one de- 
manded a separate jury trial, and pro- 
ceeded to Hubpcna every member of the 
army as witm^H'n, thereby hoping to 
Hive all their comrades a job at $2 a day 
during the trial of the eight different 
cases.

Some Causes Difficult to Reach by 


Legislation. 


From tho TularoltcclHtHr. 


Kvery once in a while we are greeted 


with a declaration something like this: 
'1 tell you if there is not a change pretty 
soon there will be a revolution. Tho 
icople will not put up with it. There 
laa got to be a change or there will as- 
suredly be tho bloodiest revolution that 
the world ever saw and it will bo as far 
reaching us the world is wide." This 
all sounds very sanguinary, but the 
ipeukers are apparently oblivious of the 
act that the world has, during the past 
ifty years, witnessed the greatest revo- 
utiou hi all history. There has been 
mrdly a life lost during the progress of 
he revolution, but if all the world were 
o go to war with all the world a more 
omplete transformation in the affairs of 
nen. would not be accomplished. It is 
ho purpose of this article to speak only 
>f a single phase of this world-em brae- 
ng revolution and that ia tho one in 
vhich the bread producers of tho world 
avc taken part. 
There are three principal (and one 
econdary) causes o! agricural depres- 
ion, and not one of these is political 
r to be removed by legislation, at least 
lot yet. 
The chief one of thes*) causes 


8 the opening up ^f vast vast areas of 
gricultunil land ;n tho United States, 
i Manitoba, Australia and Argentine. 
Vhat has been accomplished in this 
ne with in the present generation is 
imply beyond comprehension, and the 
evolution which would have been nc- 
;omplished by that fact alone would 
ave produced a very considerable in- 
ustrhil depression in each of the coun- 
ries named if confined lo them alone, 
vhich it has not been. 


Uut this first factor in producing agri- 
ultural depression could not have ex- 


mprovement in farm machinery which 
ias enabled large areas to be cultivated, 
'he sulky and gang plows, twine bind- 
;rs, headers, combined harvesters and 
mproved threshers are all practically the 
iroduct of the present generation and 
,hcy have increased the productive 
>ower of one farm laborer more than 
en fold, and until, as staled in the 
tegisler tho other day, the combined 
efforts of ten men now feed a bousand, 
whereas forty years ago it probably rc- 
Itiired the combined efforts of :i linn- 
Ired fanners to feed 1000 people. Is il 
o be supposed that any liunmn laws 
could prevent thin fact alone working a 
lepression, temporary at leant, in the 
business of the ninety who have been 
compelled to seek otiier employment be-

been in vain. Crime has been ferreted 
out and punished, and the result is 
that the commission of crime has be- 
come exceptional instead of common. 


Several months ago a train robbery, 


quite an bold and successful as that in 
which Ch-is Evans and John Sontag 
figured in this comity, was committed 
at Koscoe in Los Angeles county. A 
few arrests have been made of purutb 
suspected of the Koscoe robbery, but it 
is believed that the perpetrators of that 
crime have not been apprehended, nor 
isit likely now that they will be. The 
people; who robbed the train in this 
county are dead or in the Elates prison, 
and a more determined and desperate 
ganj; of freebooters h:i)= m-vcr lu-'en run 
to earth and made \o pay die penalty of 
an outraged taw.
